Land Values 


Increased 
In Parts 
Of Town 


Land values in certain areas of 
the town have recently been in- 
creased by the board of assessors 
and this, coming with the $4 jump 
in the tax rate from $36 to $40 has 
caused a decided increase in some 
of the tax bills just sent out. No 
change has been made in the valu- 
ation of buildings, 

This increase in land values 
follows a plan adopted by the as- 
sessors some years ago to review 
certain areas of the town each 
year and make increases where 
there has been a_ substantial 
change or improvements. For in- 
stance, the extension of a sewer 
in a street is usually followed by 
a 2¢ per foot increase in land val- 
ues in the area served, 


The land values this year have 
been increased in Johnson acres, 
Pine street and sections of Elm 
and Summer streets. The assessors 
also reviewed all of Lowell street 
from West Andover center to the 
Lowell line. In all, the increased 
valuation this year totals about 
$125,000, which at the $40 rate 
means about $5000 additional rev- 
enue to the town, 


Last year land valuations were 
increased in West Andover center 
and on South Main street, 

The assessors consider different 
areas each year and feel] that a 
time is soon coming when an in- 
crease in the land values of busi- 
ness property in the square will 
be made, 


Until the present plan of review- 
ing different areas each year and 
increasing valuations where im- 
provements or changes have been 
made there have been no land valu- 
ation increases since the town put 
in the ‘‘block’’ system about 20 
years ago.

The poisons contained in these 
insecticides may enter the body 
through food which has been 
sprayed, or by direct contact 
through the skin and eyes, Sympt- 
oms of poisoning include head 
ache, excessive sweating, giddi- 
ness, blurred vision, weakness 
nausea, cramps and diarrhea, 

‘*Absorbing even very small 
amounts of these organic phos- 
phate compounds is so dangerous,” 
said Mr. Sterling, ‘‘that the de part- 
ment of public health advises us- 
ing the better known insecticides, 
until safer compounds are devel- 
oped,
